AFTER three days of sharp controversy the United 
States Senate on April 1 passed the House bill, so 
amending the Employers’ Liability Law as to give the 
State Courts concurrent jurisdiction with the Federal 
Courts in dealing with suits for damages growing out 
of accidents. There were many sharp assaults from 
both sides of the chamber. The discussion dealt 
especially with the rights of the States to deal with 
questions growing out of the liability law. 








AT THE instance of Attorney General Wickersham 
and the District Attorney for the Southern District, of 
New York, Congress is to repeal the section of the 
bankruptcy act that gives immunity to witnesses who 
give testimony at preliminary proceedings against 
bankrupts, and who, when they become bankrupts 
themselves or are prosecuted under indictment, cannot 
have this evidence invoked against themselves. The 
bill already has been passed by the House. The Sen- 
ate Committee on Judiciary has ordered a favorable 
report on the measure. 








. Detrort is to hold a great industrial exhibition un- 
der the auspices of the Board of Commerce from June 
20 to July 6, to accelerate the commercial and indus- 
trial interests of the city. The exposition grounds will 
be on the Detroit River, where a huge exposition build- 
ing will be erected and used in conjunction with the 
large Wayne Pavilion. Plans have been made to ac- 
commodate between 250 and 300 exhibits, and the dis- 
play promises to be one of the most unique and exten- 
sive outside of world’s fairs. It is claimed that 100,- 
ooo different articles are manufactured in the 3,000 
shops of Detroit, the products ranging from pins to 
steamships and including a variety that is rivaled by 
the outputs of few American cities. Not only the 
products of Detroit’s factories will be shown, but also 
the processes. Running machinery will demonstrate 
the most modern methods of transforming raw mate- 
rials into highly finished articles. The various indus- 
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tries are classified and grouped with a view to secur- 
ing harmony and interest. In one building the general 
departments will be machinery, metal products, paints, 
electricity, building supplies, rubber, leather and paper 
products, drugs and chemicals, tobacco, food products, 
novelties and specialties, while in the other building 
will be automobiles and accessories, wagons and car- 
riages, furniture, textiles, boots and shoes, house fur- 
nishings, jewelry and scientific instruments. Detroit 
has planned, its Exposition on a liberal scale, the com- 
mittee in charge consisting of 275 of the leading manu- 
facturers, representing a capital of $150,000,000. 








THe Government has decided, it is stated, to appeal 
from a recent decision of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers interpreting the provisions of 

Government the Tariff of 1909 dealing with the entry 

Pate acing of mica. It is understood that the de- 

termination to carry the case into the 
courts is due in part to a desire to protect the mica 
mining interests of North and South Carolina and 
partly to safeguard the public revenues. 

The Board held that the provision in paragraph 91 
for “mica, unmanufactured or rough trimmed only,” 
applies as well to a knife-trimmed as to a thum- 
trimmed mica. Mica, close-trimmed, either by a sickle 
or knife, and irregular in shape or uneven in form, is 
not dutiable as cut mica or as trimmed mica, “rough 
trimmed only.” According to the Board, the provi- 
sion for cut or untrimmed mica covers such as. has been 
cut to true geometric shape or definite size. 

This interpretation of the new Tariff law has been 
received with satisfaction, it is asserted, by electric and 
other manufacturing interests using mica completed 
articles, and the Government’s course in continuing 
the fight in the courts will be met with a determination 
on the part of the users of mica to leave no stone un- 
turned in the endeavor to convince the courts that the 
ruling made by the lower customs tribunal should be 
affirmed. 

General Appraiser Fischer, in his decision for the 
Board sustaining the protest of a certain company in 
whose name the test case was brought, says: 

“Considerable testimony has been offered in these 
cases on both sides of the controversy to show what 
constitutes the difference between rough-trimmed and 
cut or trimmed mica, and the question raised is under 
which of the provisions a closely trimmed mica is to be 
classified for dutiable purposes. None of the mica 
sheets covered by these protests are further advanced 
than close trimmed and split. They have not been 
cut to any geometric shape or pattern and are only fit 
to be cut by knife or scissors to true shape or definite 
size. 

“The evidence shows that the object in trimming 
is to remove the rough circumferences, lop off all for- 
eign matter, cut out all cracks, and thus reduce the 
sheets to clear mica. All of the mica before us is ir- 
regular in shape, very uneven in form and is either 
split or intended to be split “for the purpose of manu- 
facturing it into so-called mica-plate or built-up-mica.”’ 

The General Appraiser says that it is permissible in 
interpreting laws to consider the facts laid before Con- 
gress and especially to consider the prior state of the

law, the evil resulting therefrom and the remedy urged 
to correct the same. Mr. Fischer says that it clearly 
appears from the Tariff hearings held by the Ways 
Means Committee that the attention of Congress was 
called to the distinction recognized by the trade be- 
tween “thumb-trimmed” and “knife-trimmed” mica. 
The testimony shows that Congress was petitioned to 
make more definite the provisions for cut and uncut 
mica and to provide for a closely trimmed mica as dis- 
tinguished from rough-trimmed. 

The Board finds no justification for the change 
made by the Government in the classification under the 
new Tariff. The decision says that the wording of the 
provisions has not been changed from that prevailing 
in the act of 1897. Hence-the Board holds that the 
merchandise is dutiable at 5 cents a pound and 20 per 
cent ad valorem, and not at Io per cent and 20 per cent 
as assessed by the Treasury Department. The test

New Questions bearing on the Corporation In- 
come Tax that demand official rulings, are being 
Important brought up almost every day, and the 
Phase of theTulings have not always appealed to the 
Corporation business public as thoroughly logical, as 
Tax. in strict accord with the intent and the 
spirit of the law or as uniformly consistent. A re- 
cently submitted inquiry, however, has brought out 
an opinion from Attorney-General Wickersham that 
apparently lacks nothing in logic or practical com- 
mon sense. The question was whether or not a cor- 
poration receiving an income from another corpora- 
tion in the form of dividends shall deduct that income 
from its gross receipts if it so happens that the net 
income of the corporation from which the dividend 
came has been less than $5,000 a year and therefore 
not subject to this Federal Income Tax under the law. 
“T am clearly of the opinion,” says the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, “that the dividend received by a corporation of a 
character to which the act applies should be deducted 
from its gross income regardless of the amount of the 
net income of such -lividend-paying corporation.” 

It is conceivable, of course, that a corporation pri- 
marily amenable to the law might draw the great bulk 
of its income from other corporations in the form of 
their dividends and, if the aggregate of all these divi- 
dends were to be deducted from its gross income, the 
remainder might be less than $5,000 and thus the 
company would escape payment of the Federal Tax. 
On the other hand, if such dividends could not be de- 
ducted from the company’s gross income and if all 
the dividend-paying corporations had already paid the 
Federal Government an income tax prior to disburs- 
ing their dividends the result would be a form of 
double taxation that the framers and enacters of the 
law plainly did not contemplate ; and all sorts of com- 
plications might arise under such’ a system of taxa- 
tion. If the law stands the Supreme Court test and 
its enforcement goes on; very many of these prelim- 
inary rulings will naturally come under litigation sub- 
sequently, and scores of amendments will be found 
calling loudly for passage. So it is well enough to 


get every last question possible to arise under the ad- 
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ministration of the law officially passed upon before 
the collection of the tax should actually begin. 








AccorpINnG to James J. Hill, the Great Northern 

Railroad magnate, the railroads of the United States 

are in a bad way, and he ought to know. 

James J. Hill, Returning to New York some time ago, 

te after a trip through the West, he said 

that “$1,600,000,000 a year for six years 

to come is needed by the railroads, if the country is 

to escape congestion such as never before has been 
experienced.” 

To give the railroads the sum fixed by Mr. Hill as 
the minimum for their requirements—that is, $9,600,- 
000,000—means only an average contribution of $1207 
from every man, woman and child in this country, to 
be paid in annual installments of $20. As our cash in 
circulation per capita is only about $36, some of us 
are apt to run short of loose change if we give five- 
ninths of our individual share of it to the railroads. 

As it is a matter of common knowledge that the 
railroads are earning more money today than ever be- 
fore in their history, most folks will want to know 
Mr. Hill’s reason for declaring that they must have 
nearly ten billions of dollars to spend during the next 
six years. 

“For additional sidetracks and terminal facilities,” is 
his answer. By the latest reports of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission he shows that from 1897 to 
1907 the railway mileage of the country increased 
25% per cent, while the number of passengers and 
tons of freight moved one mile by the railroads in- 
creased 126 and 148 per cent, respectively. In the same 
period the number of locomotives increased 54 per 
cent, passenger cars 31 per cent and freight cars 63 
per cent. 

Commenting on this summary, Mr. Hills says: 

That shows where the trouble is. The limit of service of 
a common carrier has been reached when it has moving at 
all times over its system as many cars as can be run upon 
its tracks with safety, and transferred and dispatched from 
its terminals and junction points without delay. Beyond that 
point, increase of business cannot be handled by increasing 
cars and engines. 

Mr. Hill declares that each of half a dozen Westerri 
roads today owns enough freight cars to move its 
share of the crops in three round trips, but months 
are required to do the work because of the lack of 
terminals and sufficient trackage. Some of the ship- 
pers along Mr. Hill’s lines ascribe other reasons for 
the delay in forwarding freight, but that is another 
story. 

Of the lack of tracks and terminals Mr. Hill says: 

This country is up against a stone wall and it can’t see 
either over or under. We might come in contact with a comet 
and survive the shock, but we cannot go on with our rail- 
roads in their present condition. The importance of the 


subject is not realized. To my way of thinking, it is of more 
importance than a total failure of crops. 


Mr. Hill frankly says he does not know how the 
railroads can get the enormous amount of money that 
he thinks they must obtain and expend. He is positive 
that, as it is, they “are not even holding their own.” 
He says that freight rates will be raised “as a matter 
of necessity, despite the protests of shippers,” and 
adds that “the additional money thus raised by the 
railroads, however, will not be a drop in the bucket 
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compared with what they must spend for additional 
tracks and terminals.” 

The railway situation doubtless has its bad features, 
but it is not altogether desperate. Despite higher 
wages and prices of supplies, the net earnings of the 
carriers are increasing. That railroads need more 
tracks and better terminal facilities cannot be disputed. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Don’t wait to have the 
use hunted up for you—like the darkey, who, when 
the druggist handed him the patent medicine with in- 
structions to “take a dose of this after each meal,” re- 
plied, “Yes, suh, and now will you please, suh, tell 
me whar I are gwine to git dem meals?”

By comparison with the Government system of 
weights in Washington, the discovery has been made 
that the brass troy pound, the basis for the standardi- 
zation of weights used by the mints and assay offices 
of the United States, has increased by oxidation seven 
one-thousandths of a grain since it was brought to this 
country in 1827. A suggestion that the accretion by 
oxidation to the pound probably had amounted to two 
or three grains caused consternation among Treasury 
officials for a time, for gold coined on such a basis 
would be profitable for export as a commodity. Iridio 
platinum will be substituted as a standard for the brass 
if Congress sanctions the change. This metal is used 
in the majority of other countries and at the Bureau 
of Standards. The brass troy pound was brought to 
the United States by Albert Gallatin, then Minister to 
England, in 1827, and since that time has been the 
standard of the American mint. It is kept within the 
innermost of three separate boxes at Philadelphia, and 
is opened only once a year, this being on the occasion 
of the visit of the Government Assay Commission, ap- 
pointed by the President to test the weight and fine- 
ness of the coins of the United States. A key to each 
of the boxes is kept in different cities, thus preventing 
possible tampering with the weight by unauthorized 
persons. Discovery of the change in the metal is due 
to Edward Rigg, superintendent of the machinery of 
the Royal Mint at London, who at the invitation of A. 
Piatt Andrew, Director of the United States Mint, was 
present at the meeting of the Assay Commission at 
Philadelphia in February. When he was told that the 
standard weight shown to him was the same that had 
been in use for eighty-three years, he expressed the 
greatest surprise and asked whether any test of its 
accuracy ever had been made by modern standards, at 
the same time suggesting that in all probability there 
was a considerable accretion in grains due to the lapse 
of time. Soon after the brass pound was brought to 
Washington, where a comparison with the metric 
weights at the Bureau of Standards showed the slight 
increase that almost a century had developed. As the 
Treasury has accepted and coined the gold on the same 
basis of weights, it has not lost any money. Follow- 
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ing the disclosure made by the comparison of the brass 
pound and the weights at the Bureau of Standards the 
calculation was reached that the difference between the 
two on $100,000,000 of gold coinage would amount to 
$121.53. The coinage in 1909 amounted to $89,000,- 
ooo, 

* * *

The four columns shown are enlarged reproductions 
of the shell it is supposed to represent, and painted in 
the natural colors, each one being an exact reproduc- 
tion of the original shell; these four each measure 16 
inches in diameter, are 6 feet, 3 inches in height, are 
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cle three feet deep under the overhead. Two electric 
light bulbs were placed behind each of the front col- 
umns, igiving light under this projection, which with- 
out them would be very dark owing to coming out 
too far to catch the regular window lights. 

The panels at each end are enlarged reproductions 
of lithographic advertising matter; each panel meas- 
ures 6 feet wide, by 6 feet, 3 inches in height; the 
wall was canvased and the picture painted in the nat- 
ural colors thereon, the wording being changed in 
order to get the full benefit during the hunting sea- 
son. The large “P” on the left, being of a bright 
red color, was a very attractive part of the display, 
this “P”’ measuring 6 feet, 3 inches high, by 6 feet 
wide. The half round paintings above each of the 
end panels are wagon rims canvased with pictures 
thereon:

Dear Sir: Your judges are appreciative of the courtesy 
and honor extended them in giving them an opportunity to 
look over the magnificent array of photographs that are sub- 
mitted in your Prize Hardware Window Contest that has 
just come to a close. We doubt if there is a percentage of 
your clientage that fully appreciates the great work that you 
are carrying on for the bettering of hardware interests and 
conditions, not only under the Stars and Stripes but under 
foreign, flags, and, in fact, wherever THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
circulates. 

As the countenance is to the man, making either a good 
or ill impression, so is the window to the store. By the same 
token it should be kept constantly clean and should mark a 
steady, regular progress. Also, to a very marked extent, ‘it 
is like a very widely advertised medicine in that “it works” 
while the merchant sleeps. 

From the time that the milk man is attracted by the lawn 
mower display while passing the store in the morning at four 
o’clock on through the hours of sunshine, also while the 
merry young people are passing by to and from their social 
engagements and are attracted by chafing dishes, cut glass, 
etc., and into the wee sma’ hours when the “cop” stops to 
look at the garden implements, it is constantly working., 

Your judges have come to their decisions as to the merits 
of. this contest on the terms laid down to judge the hardware 
window display from the standpoint of good salesmanship 
Sheldon, that apostle of salesmanship, defines it as consist 
ing of disposing of goods at a profit. In using the window 
as an advertising means with this end in view, it is subject 
to the same conditions as in other advertising, and is either 
direct or indirect. 

In this modern day of the .strenuous.life everybody be 
lieves in the directly effective method. So, therefore, we, be 
lieve that judgment should be passed on that window whic! 
brings the best attention to those goods which pay the mer 
chant the best, and such as will bring the quickest results | 
a shower of the elusive dollars. 
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Also, have we considered the seasonableness of the dis- 
play—that other things being equal, the display of lawn 
mowers made in April is worthy of consideration, as com- 
pared to a lawn mower display in August. 

The show window is strictly a home missionary, The 
business man in Kamstatski or Puseyville does not care a rap 
for advertising that influences the public in Chicago, nor does 
the merchant on 63rd Street, Chicago, care for the money 
spent to influence trade on Market Street, St. Louis. 

Another point of ‘differentiation is the merchant advertis- 
ing his own personality and the excellence of his judgment 
and knowledge in selecting his merchandise, rather than bas- 
ing his display on some trade-mark. Therefore, of two win- 
dows equally artistic, the one which brings out the distinctive 
personality of the dealer should stand first.

Insect Destroying Device. 
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SPRING CLEANING. 





The time for Spring cleaning is at hand. During 
the Winter months, dirt and rubbish of every kind 
accumulate in back yards and alleys so that there are 
few premises but need a thorough cleaning-up. Dirt 
makes for disease; cleanliness for health. Nothing 
adds more to the beauty and attractiveness of a neigh- 
borhood than clean, tidy, well-kept yards and lawns. 
It is a good plan to have grass-plots and flowers in the 
front and both flowers and gardens in the back yards. 
You will be surprised at the quantity of vegetables 
that can be grown in a bed only a few feet square. 
Then there is the health side of doing work of this 
kind, for the reason that it is out-door exercise. There 
is pleasure, too, in cultivating flowers or in tending a 
small garden; and if your lot is big enough to have 
both, you will have double pleasure and profit in the 
work. Another suggestion along the lines of cleaning 
up is this: If you are intending to move this Spring, 
don’t move into a dirty house. Insist that before you 
take possession it be thoroughly cleaned. In addition 
to calcimining, as most landlords are willing to do, the 
wood-work should be washed and the floors thor- 
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oughly scrubbed with boiling hot water and soap. This, 
with a thorough airing out, will make the house safe.—

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JOBBERS’ BRANDS. 





BY “HARDPAN.” 


These two words, almost meaningless to those unfamil- 
iar with their use and their importance, count for a great 
deal with all manufacturers of hardware, whose product and 
whose reputation stand high. 

A custom has obtained a foothold with not a large num- 
ber, but with what must be acknowledged as representative 
concerns when magnitude of business is considered, of call- 
ing for certain lines or articles of hardware with their own 
name, brand of trade-mark affixed in lieu of the manu- 
facturer’s name or brand. 

‘For this custom and its continuance the jobber has his 
reasons, quite satisfactory to himself, but in most if not all 
lines the manufacturer who has complied with the demand 
and experienced its results has found it exceedingly objec- 
tionable and he is certain that he is sacrificing immensely. 


WHY DOES THE JOBBER FAVOR THIS CUSTOM ? 


It has been frequently declared that it is because he 
wishes to establish a brand that is owned, controlled and 
used by himself exclusively, in itself not an unworthy object. 
And by some it has been said that they can make more 
money on their own brand by not meeting competition when 
lower prices are named by their competitors, on either job- 
bers’ or manufacturers’ brands, even though they. may. be 
practically the identical grade of goods in some instances. 

Back of these is it possible that there are other reasons 
of equal, if not, really, of more weight in the minds of some 
jobbers? Is it possible that there are some who, when 
competition is especially fierce, intentionally and knowingly 
order off-grade goods, for the purpose?’ And are there others 
willing in some instances to accept goods shaded in grade 
in some way—not really bad goods, but not quite up to the 
standard, except possibly in finish, in outer general appear- 
ance, at a reduction, of course, from prices for first-grade 
goods, and they rely on their guarantee on the goods and 
also on the ability of their salesmen to convince the Retailer 
of their merit, should the question be raised? 

Again, it is plain to him as to the seller that such a 
Jobber is in quite an independent position as a buyer, for 
after drawing a line from some manufacturer well known 
as a maker of high-grade goods, and building up a demand 
for his own brand, he can, if prices and conditions which 
he may choose to impose on the Seller are not granted, 
carry his trade to another maker and even accept (rather 
than fail in obtaining his requirements) goods whose reputa- 
tion are far inferior as valued by buyers generally, and then 
trust to the reputation of his brand and his salesmanship 
to carry him along with the Retailer. 

In the minds of some, goods not bearing the name of the 
maker are looked upon with grave suspicion, or are actually 
believed to be inferior, and because of the generally known 
fact that it is almost a universal custom for many. manu- 
facturers to market their second and third grade goods under 
certain brands, or numbers, and omit their own name or 
address, Such goods are openly and knowingly bought and 
sold as defective in some particulars. 

More or less of a stigma may rest also upon Jobbers’ 
brands of goods in the minds of some purchasers because 
the omission of the maker’s name is suggestive that the 
quality of the article does not warrant him in placing his 
name thereon, even although in some instances in both quality 
and finish they may happen to be really, fine goods. 


WHAT GOOD REASONS HAS THE MANUFACTURER FOR CONDEMNING 
THE CUSTOM? 

It is patent that to the extent of his sales under Jobbers’ 
Brands does he lose the advertising that his goods give him; 
his brand goes before the eyes of the Jobber, the Retailer and 
the Consumer, and if the goods have merit they forcefully, 


though silently, proclaim it and increase his foothold, on the 
buying public, all to their mutual advantage. 

Suppose he were to sell his entire product under Job- 
bers’ Brands for a term of say ten years? Granting a gen- 
erous margin and a fair output, where at the end of that 
period would he stand should those customers to whom he 
has sacrificed his opportunity to be known to the Trade all 
this long period, make still further demands in prices, terms 
or any other conditions, which he could not afford’ to con- 
cede? ; 

Has he established himself with the Trade in general? 

Is he known to the buying public, the Jobber, the Retailer 
or the Consumer? 

What besides the simple annual profit has he gained? 

Has he secured any of that exceedingly valuable asset— 
Good Will? 

Has he not simply worked for mere wages—dollars and 
cents—for his labor and his capital, and not moved a single 
foot forward in that essential and material thing—a good 
name well established? 

Again, and quite as important, has he any reasonable cer- 
tainty of retaining his customers, even after fair and most 
honorable service, when it is their name and not his that 
the goods have been sold under? 

Is not the Jobber actually encouraged to ask and even 
expect special favors in prices, deliveries, terms of payment 
and possibly some change in the goods at extra cost to the 
manufacturer, by the advantageous position which he has 
been aided very generously in taking? 

With exceedingly rare exceptions special brand goods 
cost more to produce than manufacturers’ brands. Instead 
of passing through the works in large quantities, small or 
moderate quantities must be made and followed through and 
kept separate from first to last stage, an exact quantity of 
each size or pattern, no more and no less, requiring special 
attention of Superintendent, Foremen and workmen, until 
the goods leave the warehouse for transportation. 


This makes an extra cost on the goods so branded and 
reduces the daily output to a marked degree, for which the 
loss is inevitable. 

It may not be just to criticise the buyer for requiring 
his own brand to be used any more than to blame him for 
asking for an extra special discount, or a concession in 
freight, or a time of payment longer than regular, except 
and unless we weigh some other well known and accepted 
conditions, A purchase and sale stands alone only in a cer- 
tain sense. 

Has the Manufacturer not a just claim for reciprocal 
treatment, when we recall that it is a common practice for 
Jobbers to influence, if not actually control, the Manufacturer 
in his attitude towards certain classes of trade—such, for in- 
stance, as retail catalogue houses, syndicate buyers, new con- 
cerns just entering the field as jobbers, and on other impor- 
tant matters? 

Not only this, but the Jobber expects the Manufacturer 
also to regulate prices of his goods even after they have 
gone out of his hands, so far, of course, as he lawfully can. 

And to all these requirements it must be admitted that the 
Manufacturer in general has worked in harmony with the 
Jobber and endeavored to do the equitable thing, and even 
when in some instances the Jobber confirmed his purchases 
largely to his own brand, and dealt in Makers’ brands only 
when compelled to, and possibly then to a limited extent 
only. 

WHERE STAND THE RETAILER AND THE CONSUMER? 


Let us go beyond the “you” and “I” of the question 
and give thought to our friend the Retailer, and his friend 
the Consumer, and try and discover where they are inter 
ested—where they lose or gain. 

Why try to conceal from them as to where goods ar 
made? 

Why surround: the goods with a mystery? 

The most of the wares on the Retailer’s shelves indi 
cate their source, and it is a satisfaction to him to know it 

Why blind him to the knowledge regarding a few? 

Cannot he and his clerks describe and extol the good 
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to prospective customers with more intelligence and more 
zeal when knowing who made them? 

Most assuredly’ a Manufacturer’s brand is an actual 
convenience and an aid to him in his efforts to make. a 


sale, 


cept a substitute of unknown make, bearing no Maker’s name, 
on the simple assertion of the Sales Clerk that it is better 
or even “just as good?” 

Surely no honest Salesman can conscientiously claim any 
merit for his substitute, a Dealer’s brand, over any meritor- 
ious Manufacturer’s brand? 

Is not the intelligent Consumer, who knows what he 
wants more or less suspicious of certain goods on which the 
Maker’s name is omitted? ; 

Through our splendid Trade Journals, marvels of paper 


topography and information, veritable works of art, illustrat- - 


ing goods, the works, where they were made, method of man- 
ufacture, and occasionally even a picture of the modest man- 
ufacturer himself, the Retailer is enlightened to his advantage 
both in buying his stocks and in selling them to his trade. 
He knows it; he feels it. : 

Occasionally a Consumer wants something a little dif- 
ferent in size or shape—or what not—and then it is easy 
for the Retailer to communicate direct with the Manufacturer 
and learn to a certainty if such change can be made. 


This expedites matters, he gets a conclusive, definite 
reply, and it does not conflict with the relations of the Man- 
ufacturer and Jobber, for the goods when sold naturally pass 
through the hands of the Jobber to this Retailer, for the 
Retailers as a class are not seeking to deal direct. or to 
ignore the Jobber. 

What object can a Retailer have in buying “Jobbers’ 
brands ?” 

It cannot be said that the goods are superior, for it will 
hardly be maintained and substantiated that any manufac- 
turer would put out a line of “Jobbers’ brand” goods that 
were superior to his own, making thereby his stand really 
as seconds in grade. By dealing in Manufacturers’ brands he 
can suit his pleasure as to where he will trade, he can obtain 
a certain make of article from more than one source, and 
with less danger of delays, and thus avoid a mixed stock, is 
more positively assured of uniform quality, and of ability 
to obtain continuously, for back of them is the actual maker’s 
name, reputation, experience and capital. 


If, as has been said, the Jobber sometimes holds his own 
brand higher in price than competitive Jobbers ask for Man- 
ufacturers’ brand of similar articles, the result is a higher 
price to Consumer, unless the Retailer is willing to suffer in 
amount of his profit, and where is there a Retailer whose 
long hours and annual gains exceedingly moderate, that 
should be penalized in such a way? 

To an intelligent machinist is it not a personal satisfac- 
tion to know what make of file or drill he is using? 


Is not a skilled carpenter notional about the make of 
handsaw, plane and other tools he uses? 

“Does not the mason have an opinion as to the make of 
trowel and hammer he must wield the day long in his 
work? 

As the same is true with a score of lines, does it not 
naturally follow that it is in the long run decidedly in the 
interest of live, wide-awake, up-to-date Retailers to cater to 
these notions and opinions and carry staple, well-known, 
high-grade Manufacturers’ brands, dealing out in the open 
to his Customer’s satisfaction? 


Some Manufacturers may favor selling part of their 
product under “Jobbers’ brands,” the character of the product, 
quantity and quality made, makeup of the concern, etc., all 
may fully justify them in such a course, but it will be diffi- 
cult to find one of importance who actually looks favorably 
upon the custom. 

Whether the evil, and’ it is an actual evil, shall grow 
or be diminished is a serious question which will not down 
and which must be given attention, affecting alike and ad- 
versely the Manufacturer, the Retailer and the Consumer. 
Although some Jobbers, now well established in it, may not 


And as for the Consumer. Does any one willingly ac- 
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be willing to give it up, a large number look with ill-favor 
on it. 

Any important increase, or even the possible mainte- 
nance, of the custom may result in the breaking down of 
the wall and the opening up of direct relations between 
Manufacturer and Retailer, a condition surely not welcomed 
by the rank and file of producers; they hope to retain and 
sustain this middle man and it is up to him to aid in working 
to that end. 

What is the remedy, or how shall the practice be min- 
imized or eradicated? 

The custom is already attacked by the large sale of so 
many seconds and thirds, sold as such openly to the Jobbers 
under certain brands, articles which are merchantable and 
useful though either actually defective, with blemishes, or 
which are made of inferior material or lighter in weight and 
below standard size, 

Competitive Manufacturers should work in unison to dis- 
courage the practice and every effort should be made to en- 
lighten the Retailer as to its objections. 

Good judgment and a sense of fairness would not ad- 
vocate any hasty, radical or unjust action in certain long es- 
tablished cases, but in justice to the makers and to the large 
class of Jobbers who carry Manufacturers’ brands regularly, 
there can be no valid objection to a moderate charge to cover 
extra cost to produce such Jobbers’ brands. 

This plan is already obtaining in several quarters on 
certain lines and in a measure is a relief, and in not a few 
cases Manufacturers are refusing outright to use any name 
or brand on their standard grades of products other than 
their own. 

It is a great pleasure to add that the relations between 
Hardware Manufacturers and their Jobbing Customers are 
most agreeable and friendly in the fullest sense of the 
word, and that there exists among them a well settled con- 
viction that their mutual interests are advantageously served 
by the free discussion and elimination or modification of of- 
fensive or oppressive practices. 

It is eafnestly to be hoped that this, to the Manufacturer, 
one serious and costly custom, may be abandoned, and par- 
ticularly as applied to well known reputable, important, staple 
lines, 

No one can question that the interests of all three classes 
are best conserved when their dealings are mutually agree- 
able and advantageous.

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Heating and Ventilating 


THE VENTILATION OF THE HOUSE. 











BY CHRISTINE TERHUNE HERRICK. 

Some years ago I was in Paris and was staying in 
the same hotel with a family of Roumanians. They 
sat near me at the table and we usually exchanged a 
few words of commonplaces. 

One day I remarked that I had a headache, and 
said that I attributed it to my having been obliged to 
close my window the night before to keep out the rain. 

One of my Roumanian acquaintances looked at me 
in astonishment. “Surely you don’t sleep with your 
window open?” she exclaimed. 

“Surely I do,” I said. “I can’t imagine shutting it 
at night in this warm September weather.” 

“T never sleep with my window open no matter 
what, the time of the year!” she asserted. “The night 
air is poisonous!” 

A few evenings later I happened to pass through 
the corridor on which her bedroom was located. The 
door was open and the whole party—two brothers and 
their wives—were smoking. The air reeked of to- 
bacco—and in that air the occupant of the room ex- 
pected to sleep. Her muddy complexion and heavy 
eyes were explained now. How could they be other- 
wise when she slept in an unventilated room? 

Up to that time I don’t think I had ever bestowed 
much consideration upon the question of ventilation. 
From a child I had been accustomed to sleeping with 
my window open and fresh air pouring in. 

Once in my youth I recollect an elderly relative 
telling me that her idea of enjoyment was to get into 
bed at night in a warm room with a big fire of anthra- 
cite coal burning. She never opened the window at 
night, she said. But I had put down her ideas to 
eccentricity and age, and it had not occurred to me 
that intelligent persons who understood anything of 
hygiene ever made a practice of sleeping in unventi- 
lated rooms. 

My experience with the Roumanian family, how- 
ever, set me to thinking and to inquiring,- and after 
doing a good deal of both I am forced to the con- 
clusion that not more than half of the community 
have proper ventilation of their sleeping rooms. 

Don’t you know that even if the outside air is so 
cold that you have to keep a fire in the house the at- 
mosphere of the room will warm much more quickly 

‘when fresh than when stale? 

Open vour windows early in the morning and give 
the breezes a chance to blow through your home and 
scatter the stagnation of the night. 

Don’t think that one airing a day is enough for the 
establishment. You know—or you ought to know— 
that when the air has passed into the lungs and been 
expelled again it is foul and unfit to be breathed by 
other lungs. It is a poison in its most condensed 
state—one reason for the drowsiness and heaviness 
which assail persons in overheated, . under-ventilated 
churches. The sleepiness is not all the fault of the 
sermon ! 

Even an airing three or four times a day is not 
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sufficient for a living room which is constantly occu- 
pied by some members of the family. Here the change 
of air should be constant. 

The problem is how to accomplish this without in- 
curring discomfort for some one who is sensitive to 
sudden changes of temperature. 

One very fair method for securing a constant sup- 
ply of fresh air is also very simple. It consists in 
having boards cut from six to ten inches wide and 
of a length corresponding to the width of the window. 
The board may be cut in two half-way across its 
length and the two portions joined with a hinge. The 


‘sash is raiséd, the board put into place across the 


window, the edge to the sill and the sash then shut 
down upon the board. 

This method of ventilation leaves open a space be- 
tween the upper and lower sashes through which the 
outside air can enter with less danger of giving cold 
to the inmates of the apartment than if it came 


through a space left at the: bottom of the sash, or 


poured down from the sash lowered at the top. There 
is no sluice of fresh air streaming into the room. 
Since cold air is heavy, its.entrance is in a measure 
opposed by the rising of the heated air already in the 
room instead of being permitted to rush in un- 
checked. 

When even such a simple appliance as I have men- 
tioned cannot be achieved it is always better to lower 
the upper sash than to raise the bottom one. The 
cold air pouring down through the heated atmos- 
phere of the room is slightly tempered before reach- 
ing the lower strata. 

All that can be said of the necessity of fresh air 
during the waking hours of the household applies just 
as strongly to their sleeping’hours. The fallacy that 
the night air is unwholesome should long ago have 
been. exploded. Unhealthful it may be to those who 
walk out in it in the coldest hours of the night or 
who sit out of doors long enough to become chilled. 
It is also true that in miasmatic districts the night air 
is more dangerous than that of the sunlight hours. 

But there is no truth in the absurd notion that pure 
night air does any injury when admitted to the sleep- 
ing room. The window should be open wide enough 
to permit plenty of the outside air to come into the 
room. If the patient is well covered there is no rea- 
son in the world why the temperature of the room 
may not be lowered. 

The fresh air which is a boon to invalids is no less 
advantageous to those who are well. 

Try it, you who have hugged the fallacy of closed 
windows. Begin now to sleep with plenty of fresh 
air in your rooms and see if you will not in a little 
while awake in the morning with less headache and a 
diminution of “that tired feeling.”

A NEW VENTILATOR FOR BUILDINGS. 





A United States patent on a ventilator for buildings 
has been granted to Alfred Brynteson, St. Paul, Minn. 
It comprises a frame adapted 





for insertion in an aperture in 
re P the wall of the building, a lid 
hinged to the lower edge of the 
frame and adapted to open into 





the building, an operating cord 








suspended from the lid, a 
spring arm arranged to close 
the lid, a segmental ratchet

into the frame and having near the lid a notch, a 
bracket fixed in the frame and having at one side a 
guard with a deep and a shallow notch therein and a 
tumbler pivoted near the guard and weighted to stay 
in normal position. An arm pivoted with one end to 
the rack has in its other end a lateral pin adapted to 
engage alternately in the shallow notch and then in 
the deep notch, the tumbler serving to guide the pin 
first into the shallow notch and then permitting it to 
drop to a level with and engage the deep notch. There 
is a dog on the bracket for engaging the segmental 
rack. The spring that closes the lid is a coiled wire 
spring attached with both ends to the door and having 
its middle portion engaged with the bracket, the 
bracket having a notch for such engagement.

BY “SAN FRANCISCO.” 

Draw outline of the side and end elevation, in which 
the end elevation may be read as a plan and the side 
elevation as the elevation. From the end elevation it 
will be seen that the center of the intersecting cylinder 
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From the points in profile of side elevation draw 
vertical lines that intersect the line A-B of cone. The 
lines across the profile are foreshortened lines of afcs 
of sections of the frustum. Any section, of a scalene 
cone with a. circular base, parallel to the base is al- 
ways a circle. ‘The profile being in reality a plan of 
the smaller pipe and the lines connecting opposite 
points, plan lines of arcs, it necessarily follows that 
the centers of the radii of the arcs are located on the 
center line of the frustum. 

Bisect the base C-B, and draw the center line to 
A, as shown. Then the intersections of the lines

is to one side of the center line of the frustum of the 
scalene cone and the larger cylinder; in the side ele- 
vation, the cylinder does not intersect with its center 
line the junction between the frustum and the larger 
cylinder. In both elevations, describe the profile of 
small cylinder, and space the profiles into the same 
number of equal spaces, adding two more as, a and 6, 
the point of intersection on seam between the frustum 
and larger cylinder. 





from the profile (to the left of a’-b’) with the 
center line of frustum are the centers in the side ele- 
vation of the sections. To the right of a’-b’ the 
smaller cylinder . intersects sections of the larger 
cylinder, but these sections are of equal size, and are 
equal to the small end of the frustum. The lines across 
the side elevation at right angles to A-B are edges of 
circles. 

It is now necessary to find how far the several 
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foreshortened lines of the arcs, shown in the profile, 
extend down onto their respective circles. In drawing 
the end elevation it will present a view of the side 
elevation turned one-fourth and will show the circles 
in full view. 

From the intersections on m-n project the points to 
the center line of the end elevation, and these latter 
points are now centers from which circles are described 
whose radii in each case extend to A”. The profile 
of the smaller pipe in this view, being turned one- 
fourth its circumference, its several points are pro- 
jected to circles whose centers have been projected 
from the points of the profile of side elevation, by way 
of the center points,*m to m, Connecting these inter- 
sections, as numbered consecutively, will produce the 
intersection of the smaller cylinder with the other two 
pieces, as shown, and is the miter line in the end ele- 
vation, the shaded part also showing the opening 
in the frustum in end elevation. The pattern of the 
smaller cylinder can now be developed in the same 
way, as shown at “Pattern for Cylinder.” The two 
views are identical so far as arriving at a correct pat- 
tern is concerned, only that one is turned one-fourth 
of its circumference. 

In order to develop the miter line in the side ele- 
vation, project the point horizontally from the miter 
line of the end elevation to line of same number from 
profile of the-side elevation, and a curved line drawn 
through the latter point will produce the miter line in 
the side elevation. The pattern for the small cylinder 
is developed by placing a stretchout parallel to the 
cylinder and projecting the points of the miter to lines 
of the same number, and a line drawn through the 
points will be the pattern for the intersection, the 
cylinder having béen redrawn and the process shown 
at “Pattern for Cylinder.” 

For the pattern for the opening in the larger cylin- 
der, draw a line as b-a at “Opening in Cylinder,” and 
fram b set off the spaces that exist from b’ to a’ of end 
elevation, Draw lines at right angles from these 
points and intersect these lines with points projected 
at right angles to A-B from the miter line a’ to b’ of 
side elevation. A curved line drawn through these 
latter points will give the opening in the cylinder, 
shown by the shaded part. 

For the frustum of the cone and the opening at its 
intersection with the small cylinder, two sets of tri- 
angles must be drawn, one for the cone and one for 
the opening. While one set. might answer the pur- 
pose the many lines are confusing and easily lead to 
errors. 

At A’-B’-C’ draw the outline of cone and plan of 
its base. As two parts of the cone, considered from 
the base, are equal to each other, only one-half of the 
base is necessary, which space into equal spaces, as 
shown, and from all the points draw lines to A’. A’ 
is the plan of apex of cone, and the lines just drawn 
to A* are plan lines of vertical triangular sections 
whose hypotenuses are the actual lengths of lines as 
they will appear on the pattern. Transfer the lengths 
of the plan lines to the line B’-C’, and from the points 
draw lines to A’; and these lines are the several actual 
lengths, on the surface of the cone. With A’ as center 
and the various lengths on B’-C’ as radii, describe arcs

With A’ as center and radii of the 
intersections on line E-F describe arcs intersecting cor- 
responding lines on the pattern, and a curved line 
drawn through these points will be the top edge of 
the frustum. 

The end elevation has been re-drawn at “Plan of 
Cone,” and from A* lines drawn through the several 
points of the edge of opening in the frustum. The 
points, 4’-5’-6’, on the small circle are at the upper or 
smaller edge of feustum and have therefore been lo- 
cated on the pattern. Transfer the lengths of the lines 
from A* to a’, A* to 3’, etc., to the line Z-zp in “Tri- 
angles for Opening,” as Z-ap, Z-7p, etc. From Z erect 
a perpendicular of indefinite length, and on this line 
from Z transfer the various heights of the intersec- 
tions I° to 5° on line A-B of side elevation measured 
from A, as Ih, 3h, ah, etc. Connect points of the same 
numbers and letters, and these hypotenuses are now 
the actual lengths on the surface of cone, that the 
several points on the opening of the frustum: of the 
cone are from the apex A’. As the center line of the 
small cylinder does not coincide with the center line 
of the frustum it is a particular matter to get this 
exactly right. While the scalene cone has a regular 
taper (not equal taper) a slight shifting of the smaller 
cylinder on the circumference of the frustum will 
destroy the intersection.

A*-G of “Plan of Cone,” and center line A’-G of “Pat- 
tern for Frustum.” On the edge line of pattern (not 
on any arc) BY-7-2-B° and on each side of center line 
A’-G, set off the several distances between points in

And as 2’ is a plan point on the opening it must also 
be located on the line 2-4’ of pattern. 

In “Triangles for Opening” were found the actual 
lengths that the points were down on the surface from 
the apex. Therefore, transfer from A’ as a center 
the various lengths from “Triangles for Opening’’ to 
lines of the same number in the pattern. Drawing a 
line through the points so transferred will produce the 
opening in the frustum, which is the shaded portion, 
and complete the pattern of the frustum. Allow all

A CRITICISM OF THAT SQUARE PAN 
CORNER PROBLEM. 





To THe AMERICAN (ARTISAN: 

In the April 2 issue of your paper is a pattern for a 
square pan corner. [ beg to point out a few mistakes. 
The principle is alright, but it takes some time to get it 
straightened out, on account of the mistakes made in 
designating angles. 

For instance, in the second paragraph, just below 
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the illustration, the author says: “At A” the angle 
has been transferred in the same way from a”-b”-c” 
to a”-b”-c”’, or from one side of line a”-b” to the 
other side of this line.” It is obvious that he meant 
the angle c”-a”-b” had been transferred, for there is 
no angle, a”-b”-c”, in his drawing. 

Again, he mentions the angle d-d-r later in the arti- 
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Pattern for Square Pan Corner. 


cle. It seems he must mean the angle d-r-d, for there 
is no angle at d-d-r. 

This may seem like a trivial mistake, but it con- 
fuses a drawing and any mathematician will bear me 
out in my correction,

DEATH OF WILLIAM W. WALLACE DUE TO

Notice of the death of William W. Wallace, adver- 
tising manager of The Berger Mfg.

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HARDWARE. 

For the past week there has been a seasonable de- 
mand for all kinds of hardware, particularly covering 
lawn mowers, agricultural tools of all descriptions and 
‘merchandise generally in demand at this time of the 
year. Owing to manufacturers in some instances 
being considerably behind in deliveries, a number of 

" lines of spring goods are already difficult to be ob- 
tained. The month of March, according to reports 
from leading manufacturers, was the most satisfactory 
as regards the volume of business transacted, and in- 
dications point to a steady increase in the demand as 
the season approaches. It was generally expected 
that large orders which have been held ‘back will be 
again in the market and some large booking of busi- 
ness is lodked for in the near future. The export de- 
mand, according to reports, has increased materially 
and some large orders covering all kinds of hardware 
for prompt delivery and shipment over the next 60 
days have been booked at steady prices. In wire nails 
no special improvement in the demand was noted. 
Owing to the favorable weather throughout the past 
month, which has stimulated outdoor building, an in- 
creased demand for large quantities. of nails is looked 
for. In cut nails more activity was noted, and al- 
though sales were fair, there was no buying of moment 
covering parcels for forward delivery. No price 
changes have been made and the market is firm in 
tone. Continued activity was seen in the demand for 
barb wire and orders booked were specially for West- 
ern account. Withdrawals on outstanding contracts 
were also large and indications for further activity are 
favorable. Prices were firmly held. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 

‘is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 


bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2 for full. 


carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads at 
the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire t6 jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03 ; and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net.

TIN PLATE. 

Tin plate is very active, and a heavy tonnage is 
being turned out by the mills, though there is still con- 
siderable complaint as to delayed deliveries. Some 
very heavy business has been filed for the third quar- 
ter. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. continues 
to operate over 190 hot tin mills. The price to retail- 
ers f.

SHEETS. 

Demand for sheets continues heavy, and the tone of 
the market is stronger, there being less talk of price- 
cutting. There is still some complaint regarding ‘slow 
delivery. The Chicago price to retailers is $4.10 out 
of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

Still lower prices are noted in the market for ingot 
copper ; electrolytic has sold in a small way at 13%e, 
30 days. Large consumers are reported able to buy 
copper at 13@13%c, cash, for electrolytic, and there 
appears to be a great deal of pressure to sell. Lake 
copper is obtainable at 135¢c, though most of the lead- 
ing producers are quoting 1334c, and are, therefore, 
practically out of the market. : 

There is considerable interest in the forthcoming 
report of the Copper Producers’ Association, which 
will soon be issued. As production is still far ahead 
of consumption, a moderate increase is assured in the 
visible supply, though a determined effort is being 
made to minimize this by shipping American copper to 
Holland and Germany, where it will not appear in the 
statistics. The exports for March are estimated at 
45,000,000 pounds, and the domestic deliveries at 60,- 
000,000 pounds, a total of 105,000,000 pounds. The 
production for, March is estimated at 125,000,000 
pounds, indicating a surplus for the month of about 
20,000,000 pounds. 

The London market is steady, the net decline for 
the week being only .7s 6d on both spot and futures. 
Wednesday’s closing was £58 for spot and £59 2s 6d 
for futures, a slight decline for the day. 





PIG TIN. 

The London market for pig tin has declined sharply 
from the high point of the week, but for the past 
seven days the net decline has been only 10s on both 
spot and futures. Friday’s closing was £152 1os for 
spot and £151 5s for futures. New York quotes

PIG LEAD. 

Pig lead is steady and unchanged, the American

A quiet and uneventful market for antimony was re- 
ported, but in the absence of selling pressure quota- 
tions closed unchanged but nominal.

The London market 
is quoted at £30 for Hallett’s and £29 10s for ordinary 
brands.

‘COKE. 


The coke market remained steady in tone, but no 
further large contract sales of importance could be 
traced. Mountain and Latrobe furnace coke met with 
moderate sales at $1.65@1.75. Spot lots of Connells- 
ville were offered at $1.70@1.90, only small sales re- 
sulting. 

For first-class old basin Connellsville 72-hour foun- 
dry coke $2.25@2.75 is asked for the second quarter 
and second half of this year. Furnace coke is quoted 
at from $1.75@2.10 for shipment over the second half 
of this year. 


STEEL. 


While a fair amount of orders were placed with the 
steel mills in March, the volume of business as a whole 
was disappointing and considerably smaller than in 
March, 1909. The railroads have bought quite freely 
of both material and finished work, though the amount 
of business filed by them was not up to expectations. 
They placed orders during the month for 24,000 cars 
and 456 locomotives, and 200 locomotives are being 
built in the railroad shops. Additional contracts are 
now pending for 700 or 800 locomotives. 

Since the first of the year the railroads have placed 
orders for 50,000 to 55,000 cars and 1,150 locomotives, 
and in addition to this 40,000 tons of fabricated steel 
have been ordered for bridges and terminals. The 
rail contracts filed in the month of March amounted 
to 250,000 tons, including about 50,000 tons for export, 
and nearly 20,000 tons of light sections. Very few 
large domestic orders are now pending, but there is 
considerable activity in girder and tee rails for electric 
and industrial railroads, and a few inquiries for light 
rails for export. Since January 1 the domestic rail- 
roads have contracted for 700,000 tons of rails. 

Outside of the railroad business a great deal of 
activity has been shown in fabricated steel, the con- 
tracts placed in March aggregating 130,000 tons, 
though these figures included the bridge and terminal 
work of the railroads, as well as the structural steel re- 
quired for building contracts in various parts of the 
country. 

There is nothing new to note in the market for 
wrought iron and steel merchant pipe. There is a 
seasonable demand for cast iron pipe, with some low 
prices being made on large contracts. 


PIG IRON. 


An improvement is noted in the demand for pig iron, 
and some large inquiries are now pending. It is not 
yet known whether these have been put out as feelers, 
or whether the inquirers actually mean business, but 
the contrast is so sharp from the dullness previously 
prevailing that considerable encouragement is noted. 
It is true that low prices are lookedyfor, otherwise 
these orders will not be placed, but that was to be ex- 
pected after a period of dullness. 
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The uncertain factor in the market is the possible 
effect of the bituminous miners’ strike. If it is long 
continued, it will undoubtedly result in higher prices 
for iron. For that reason the buyers are somewhat 
uneasy, though there is no doubt that their immediate 
wants are well covered, and were it not for the uncer- 
tanty of the coal strike, they would not be likely to be 
in the market again for any large tonnage before the 
turn of the year. 

The market has been very quiet, and sellers are 
anxious for business ; so anxious, in fact, that it is not 
likely that any desirable business will be allowed to get 
away through any disagreement over prices. In the 
Southern field it is said that most of the speculative 
iron kas been taken out of the market, and although 
the Alabama furnaces would do slightly better than 
$13 a ton on a desirable order, this figure is considered 
as about the market for any reasonable prompt de- 
livery. 

Virginia iron is steady, with the furnaces quoting 
$15 a ton, Roanoke, for deliveries before July 1, and 
$15.50 a ton for deliveries in the third’ quarter and 
the second half, though both these figures could prob- 
ably be shaded a little in competition. Northern iron 


is nominally unchanged.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 


There is an underlying current of improvement which 
frequently makes itself felt, and during the last week has 
produced business for a large tonnage for last half delivery. 
Northern and.Southern irons were both favorites and some 
tonnage has been pending for considerable time. 

* “Prices reported on most of the business were low, and 
as a result the range in figures on Southern iron is large, re- 
ports of prices ranging all the way from $12.00 to $13.50. 
Several furnaces are firm in their intention to stop operations 
or curtail outpiit, rather than make sales at less than $13.00. 

“Basic has been in good demand in the Western territory. 
It is the larger interests who are making the business just 
now and are buying quite steadily, still holding back much 
tonnage for later placing. 

“The general average of foundry melt appears to im- 
prove. Reports received show that almost all plants outside 
of those doing strictly railroad work are running as near ca- 
pacity as physical condition of the plants will permit, and the 
immense consumption noted so far this year is growing. 
Much of the price talk and some misleading statements re- 
sult from sales in many instances of slightly off iron at con- 
cessions, and with these as basis almost any combination of 
figures favorable to the side arguing can be made up. The 
iron sold that is slightly off in some particular and the re- 
ports of prices which are being made, a great many times 
should be carefully investigated, as they do not correctly rep- 
resent the market. The situation is quiet enough without 
making it any worse. 

“The production of iron is still record breaking. It is 
probable from preliminary figures that production during 
March will be at the rate of at least thirty-two million tons 
a year, 

“Coke is quiet. The production in the Connellsville field 
is dropping off and there is little demand for new business. 
Prices are without noticeable change. Shipments on contracts 
are moving fairly well. The condition is general throughout 
the various districts.”
